Vikings 
Rugby Team 
Sets Tour 

The UVic Rugby team will undergo fall 
training with a difference when it takes a 
three-week tour Down Under in late 
summer. 

Coach Howard Gerwing, assistant 
manager and coach Ian MacLean, and 
twenty-five players will tour Australia, 
New Zealand and Fiji from August 10 to 
September 2. Games have been arranged 
against the University of Sydney and the 
University of New South Wales, both in 
Sydney, Australia, and a Fiji "youth" side 
in Nadi, sponsored by the Fiji Rugby 
Union. 

Games in New Zealand have been voided 
by the New Zealand Rugby Union as a 
matter of policy. The Vikings will appeal 
the NZRU decision but will also make 
alternate plans through Allan Morton, for¬ 
mer Viking coach, now at the University of 
Western Australia. 

Coach Gerwing said the club is looking 
at the tour as an "intensive workout" 
before the rugby season here. Only five of 
the twenty-five making the trip are experi¬ 
enced players. The rest are just coming into 
the game and "it will be of great value to 
them," Coach Gerwing said. 

This will be the second overseas tour in 
the history of the UVic club. In 1969, the 
Vikings toured Britain, winning two 
matchesand losing four. 

Only three who made the tour to 
Britain, captain Mick Eckhardt, Gary 
Johnson and Neil Bonnell will take the 
trip. Fullback Jim Wenman will be fourth 
if a torn hamstring mends. 

Cost for each player on the $25,000 tour 
is abour $450 with the club meeting 
$10,000 of the total figure. It still needs 
$5,000 in donations which can be sent to 
Dr. William Gordon, Assistant Dean of 
Arts and Science.

VP Resigns 
for "lop 
Civic Post 

J.T. Kyle, Vice President Administration, 
has resigned his post after two years as 
Dean of Administration for a position as 
Commissioner of Works and Operations 
for the new City Government of Greater 
Winnipeg. 

In announcing his resignation, Mr. Kyle 
said, "My years with the University of 
Victoria have been a useful experience. I 
am grateful to the University Board of 
Governors for providing me with the 
opportunity to participate in the adminis¬ 
tration of a university, and I hope that 
whatever small contribution I was able to 
makeduring my stay here will endure." 

He came to the University in 1970 from 
a twenty-three year career with the 
Government of Saskatchewan and its 
Crown Corporations, during the last five 
years of which he was Deputy Minister of 


Public Works for the Province. 

Mr. Kyle takes up his new duties in 
Winnipeg July 1,1972. 

President Hugh Farquhar expressed 
regret at Mr. Kyle's resignation and said he 
had made a significant contribution to the 
University. 

"We have had a very close and warm 
relationship and I have the highest regard 
for his abilities. I think it a great compli¬ 
ment to him to be offered this challenging 
position and I think Winnipeg is fortunate 
to get him. I wish him every success in his 
new role," President Farquhar said. 

As Commissioner of Works and Opera¬ 
tions, Mr. Kyle will administer an annual 
budget of $200 million and a staff of 
7,200. He will be involved in the switch¬ 
over of Greater Winnipeg from a split-level 
metropolitan government to a single 
administration involving the entire metro¬ 
politan area. Winnipeg, the fourth largest 
Canadian city with a population of 
560,000, is the first metropolis in the 
country to amalgamate. All local govern¬ 
ments were officialy replaced January 1, 
1972 with a fifty-member Greater 
Winnipeg city council. 











I Psychologists 
MHonoured 

u r. William Gaddesand Dr. Alex Bavelasof 
the Department of Psychology were 
elected Fellows of the Canadian Psycho¬ 
logical Society at the February meeting of 
the CPA directors. 



Dr. Gaddes started with Victoria College 
in 1946 and as Head of the Psychology 
Department in 1956 began building up a 
permanent staff from a total of two. He 
established the neuropsychology research 
program in 1962 and two years later added 
m laboratory where persons with brain 
damage and other cerebral dysfunctions 
were seen for diagnostic testing. Today 
there are two labs, one at UVic and the 
other at Royal Jubilee Hospital. 

Dr. Gaddes also instituted the Annual 
Workshop in Neuropsychology at UVic. 
The March workshop attracted more than 
450 people from B.C., Alberta and 
Washington state. 



Dr. Bavelas taught at the Massachusetts 
^Institute of Technology for eleven years 
|nd was with Bell Telephone before teach¬ 
ing at Stanford University. He came to 
UVic in 1970. He was also on the research 
staff of the Institute for Defense Analysis,
